Farm, and 
was. later appoirted manager. 
sides being @ prominent Agure in 
social ‘circles, Mr. Chan Kai Ming 
P occupied many civic positions. includ- 
ing several years” service on the Sani- 
tary Board. as.a Justice of the Peace, 
a director of the Tung Wah Hospital, 
la member of the Po Leung. Kuk Come 
lmittee, Vice-President of the Chinese’. 
Chamber of Commerce, and, during 
the absence- of the Hon, Mr. Law 
Chu Pak last year, served on 
the Legislative Council. He greatly,
